SENATOR NICHOL: The question is, shall LB 62 3 be
indefinitely postponed? All those in favor vote aye, 
opposed nay. Did you want a record vote on this,
Senator Burrows?
SENATOR BURROWS: Yes, please.
CLERK: Senator Nichol voting no.
SENATOR NICHOL: Have you all voted? Record, please.
CLERK: (Read the record vote as found on pages 610 and
611 of the Legislative Journal). b ayes, 33 nays, Mr. 
President.
SENATOR NICHOL: The motion fails. Senator DeCamp.
That was your opening and closing. The question is, shall 
the bill be advanced? All those in favor signify by 
voting aye, opposed nay.
CLERK: Senator Nichol voting yes.
SENATOR NICHOL: Have you all voted? Record, please.
CLERK: 29 ayes, 2 nays, Mr. President, on the motion to
advance the bill.
SENATOR NICHOL: LB 623 Is advanced. Mr. Clerk, do you 
have anything further on the desk?
CLERK: Very quickly, Mr. President, Senator Sieck has
an explanation of vote he would like to offer, and Senator 
Vickers asks unanimous consent to add his name to LB 709 
as co-introducer.
SENATOR NICHOL: No objection, so ordered. Senator Apking,
do you have some words of wisdom for us, please?
SENATOR APKING: I suggest we adjourn until nine o'clock
tomorrow morning.
SENATOR NICHOL: All those in favor say aye. Opposed nay.
